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Sec. 567. The department shall submit to the senate and house appropriations 
subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and house fiscal 
agencies, the senate and house policy offices, and the state budget office by 
March 1 of the current fiscal year a report on completion of medical passports 
for children in foster care, including the following: 

    (a) From the total medical passports transferred, the percentage that    
transferred within 2 weeks from the date of placement or return to the home. 

(b) From the total school records, the percentage that transferred within 2 
weeks from the date of placement or return to the home. 
(c) The implementation steps that have been taken to improve the outcomes 
for the measures in subdivisions (a).
